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BARON  SHIDEHARA  asked  whether  the  meaning  of  Article  VII 
was  that,  when  one  Po'^'er  thought  a  discussion  ’’of  such  appllca 
tlon"  was  desirable,  then  all  the  Powers  concerned  should 


communicate  with  one  another. 

THE  CHAIRJJAN  said  that  he  supoosed  It  meant  that.  If  any  Power 
thought  tho  application  of  any  stipulation  of  the  Treaty  ought 
to  bo  discussed.  It  could  send  notes  to  all  tho  other  parties 
to  the  Treaty  and  state  that  fact;  tho  other  Powers  would  then 
fulfill  tholr  obligations  under  the  Treaty  by  stating  their 
views  In  the  matter. 

BARON  SHIDEHARA  asked  If  the  other  Powers  would  be  bound 


to  answer. 

•  THE  CHAIRMAN  believed  that  they  would;  for  Instance,  If 
a  situation  arose  In  China  vjhlch  concerned  Power  A  and  Involved 
the  principle  of  the  open  door  and  wUch  Power  B  thought  ought 
to  be  discussed.  Power  B  would  v;rito  to  tho  other  Powers;  the 
others  would  say  that  It  was  their  duty  to  exchangavlews  In

baron  DE  CARTIER  said  he  prnsumod  no  conference  would  be  called 
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BARON  3HIDEHARA  said  that,  If  ono  x»owor  thought  a  matter 
ought  to  bo  dlscuoaed,  thon,  according  to  the  wording,  all  tho 
Powora  must  be  notified. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  thought  th'»  Article  meant  a  little  more 
than  that  ono  Power  should  merely  toll  tho  others  what  It 
thought.  The  real  point  was  that  all  the  Powers  parties  to  the 
Treaty  recognized  that  they  should  exchange  views.  If  a  situa¬ 
tion  arose  which  one  Power  thought  ought  to  bo  discussed.  If 
ono  Power  Initiated  such  a  discussion.  It  might  bo  told  by 
anothor  Pow.jr  that  it  was  wrong  and  that  there  was  nothing 
to  discuss,  or  it  might  be  told  that  it  rna  right,  or  that  it 
was  partly  right. 

BARON  DE  CARTIER  said  the  Article  gave  ono  Power  the 
right  to  ooun  a  discussion  and  to  ask  for  tho  views  of  tho 
other  .Powers .  .  .  .  ■  ’  <  ■  '  *'  ■  .  •  “ 

MR.  jKi'iMMERER  said  that,  when  sevoral  Powers  had  signed  a 
treaty  and  Power  A  perhaps  did  something  contrary  to  It  in  tho 
opinion'  of  -Powor  B,  Power  B  would  go  to  Power  before  talk^g 
to  the 'other  parties  to  tho  Treaty;  that  was.  tho  normal  coursd^ 
if  suoh  direct ‘oonvorsatlons  botv/oon  Powers  A  and  B -did  not  '!  •

were  In  seoros  of  treaties,  they  meant  little  beeause  dowers
